tions for the purpose of procuring 
information, along economic lines, j 
MotiLly uiis movement has gona 
under the name of research, with 
departments, and "institutes" of 
research spnoglng- up all over the 
country. 
Apparently 
the word 


"research" has been applied to 
just about everything not in a well- 
defined category. Facts are valu- 
able articles of commerce, and as 
industrial organization grows more 
complex, there are no doubt many 
additional facts to .be 
collected, 


classified and catalogued. Yet the 
new enthusiasm for reasearch has 
shown not 
a' little danger of 


spreading itself too thin. 


Business men are becoming tired 


of replying to questionnaires sent 
out!by many different organiza- 
tions. New' bureaus are started to 
procure data which, already gathers 
dust in the local library or is dup- 
licated by other organizations. 
The temptation is to take a run- 
ning grab at any subject that looks 
interesting, publish the results of 
the inquiry and secure due credit 
and glory for the investigators be- 
fore it is generally discovered that 
most of tie work was unnecessary. 


It would "be worse than stupid to 


discourage fact finding and re- 
search-. But one of the simplest 
maxims is to the effect that a lit- 
tle knowledge is a dangerous thing. 
Nor is anything gained by hun- 
dreds of organizations making un- 
intelligent inquiries when a few 
competent students could make 
thorough investigations of the sub- 
jects.-"-—-

tattooed. I warn you against the use 
of any caustic chemicals or lotions. 
The removal of tattoo marks may be 
accomplished, but it should bo done 
by a competent skin specialist. 


The removal requires the applica- 


tion of a long and delicate process. 
At its best the final result Is usually 
that of a number of white blemishes 
which have replaced the blue spots 
of the tottoolng The process requires 
patience, but the results may be 
rather gratifying.

men have resorted to the use of acids. 
These chemicals burn the skin and 
frequently leave large scars. Exten-

men. They have held out guarantees 
of safe removal Many charlatans are 
engaged in this practice, and 1" want 
my readers to be on guard against

A ithat the baU travels is controlled 
beautiful drive—a beautiful second by the back swing

shot—thirty yards short of the pin

everyday occurrence, and it's only 
on the days that your short shots 
are working best that you can turn 
in your best scores. 


"Keep your head down" is a 


fundamental 
rule that 
applies 


more to the short game than to 
any other phase of golf 
Time 


after time I have seen some of 
our best players dub their shots 
in their anxiety to see how close 
they can get the ball to the pin. 
Nearly all professional golfers are 
emphasizing this "head down" rule 
nowdays by pointing the chin to 
the right shoulder and looking at 
the ball with the left eye, for this 
keeps the head lowered for an 
extra few inches. 


Every short approach shot is 


different

club that can be used for all of 
them.
